help of SuieUime : which Spirit I choofe, „ In th . c *M"l»f »f 
becaufe though it abounds in a Salt not f T mtnUl FhU °~ 
Sowre>butUrinous,yet I never obferved it 
(how ftrong foever I made it)to coagulate Spirit of Wiue.The 
*//tfrcircumftauceis 3 thatI ufually found it convenient, to let 
the little Animals $ meant to imbalme , lie for a little while in 
ordinary Spirit of Wine, to wafh off the Joofer filtlyhat is wont 
to adhere to" the Chick , when taken one of the Egge 5 and 
then,having put either the fame kind of Spirit, or better upon 
the fame Bird, I fuffer'd it to fonk fome hours (perhaps fome 
<&aic%prorenata) therein, that the Liquor 3 having drawn as it 
were whatTin&ureit could, the Fatus being remov'd into 
more pure and well dephlegnVd Spirit of Wine, might nor. 
dif colour it, but leave icalraoft as limpid^ as before it was 
put in. 

An Extratt 
Of a Letter , fent lately to Sir Robert Moray out of Vir- 
ginia , concerning an unufual way of propagating Mul- 
berry trees there> for the better improvement of the Silk- 
Work ; together with fome other particulars^ tending to 
the good of that Plantation . 

Iamdifappointed at this time of fome Rarities of Mineral?, 
Metrals, and Stones s bur you may have them any other time, 
as conveniently, &c. I have planted here already ten thou- 
fand Mulberry trees ; and hope, within two or three years, to 
reap good (Ilk of them. I have planted them in a way unufual 
here, which advances them two or three years growth, in rtf- 
pedt of their being fo wn in feed : And they are now, at wi itwg 
hereof all holding good, although this has been a very long 
and bitter winter with us^ much longer and colder, than ever 
I did find it in Scotland or England* I intend likewifc to plant 
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them all , as if they were Currants or Goos-berries, fo thick as 
hedges^ whereby one man may gather as many of the m^ as o- 
therwife, when rhey are planted in trees at diftaace., four 
perfons may do. Expedient is the benefit of this Trade Hav- 
ing difcourfed of this new way to al! here ; they are generally 
inclinable to iz 5 confidering that the Planting their Trees, as 
befx>re,at diitance, and letting them grow high, has been the 
main obftru&ion of that work hitherto, and the Itifs of their 
time and gain : but being in hedges, they will be always young 
tender plants 5 and confequenily will be eafily cut in great 
quantites with a pair of Garden Sizzers. But there may be 
fuggefted yet another,and perhaps a better way s which is, to 
fowz form Acres wirh Mulberry feed, and to cut it with a fitb, 
and ever to keep it under. I have alio bethought my fetf of a 
new way, for a few hands to ferve many Worms, and that 
more cleanly than before: which alfo will be a means, without 
more trouble or pains, to feparate unhealthy worms from 
healthful • and by which a great many more may be kept in a 
room, than oiherwife upon Shelves 3 as is ufual here. Befides 
this, I have fown a little French Barley and Rice feed > and am 
thinking on a way of un-husking them with expedition^ and fo 
preparing them for the Merchant^ as they ufe to be : But if you 
can inform me, how they are prepared, you may faye me 
/brae labour.. If I had any Coffee in husks, or any other ve- 
getable commodity, from the Streights to try, I would here 
make tryal with them. Its like, that fome of thofe Merchants 
that are of ytmr Society, and keep aCorrefpondency there,may 
aflifl: in procuring them, By the latter fliips I intend to itnA 
you a New fort of fwetz fen ted Tobacco 3 which I have not yet 
had time to improve,
